12,000, Practically Complete; 


Survivors In Pitiable Condition

The great- 
est injury occurred in the villages 
around the extinguished volcano Vul- 
ture. 


Director Friedlander of the Inter- 


national Volcano Logical Institute, 
at' Naples, says the origin of the 
earthquake is geological and not 
volcanic with its epicentrum in the 
valley of tlie Garigalano river. The 
registration of the earthquake at 
tbe observatory lasted for 40 sec- 
onds, and was so violent that the 
needle broke. 


Mount Vesuvius, according to the 


observers in that district, has shown 
no signs of unusual activity. 


From the most recent reports it ap- 


pears that conip?.riively few escaped 
from the city of Ave/zar.o.

WITH PAID COACH 


Princeton, N. J., Jan. 14.— That col- 


lege athletics be placed on a strictly 
amateur basis by the elimination of 
the paid coach was advocated today 
by President John Grier Hibben in .'jis 
annual report before 
the Princeton 


University Board of Trustees. 


"1 hope the time may soon come," 


said Dr. Gibben, "when the paid coach 
will disappear. Our athletics, not only 
in Princeton, but 
throughout 
the 


country are suffering 
from an over- 


organized system of coaching. 
The 


coach and his ever-increasing number 
of assistants tend to keep up the gate 
receipts of intercollegiate contests at 
an abnormal figure, rendering Inter- 
collegiate sport an unduly expensive 
affair." 


Dr. 'Hibbeu recommends that par- 


ticularly in football 
the 
Captain 


should be the sole responsible person 
so that "in the critical situations he 
and his team will rise to the occasion 
and win or lose with honor." 
Says 


President Hibben, "It is quite absurd. 
when one comes to think of it, that 
tlie control of the team :a all prelim- 
inary games should be in t!\e hands 
of a body of men who are relegated to 
the side lines when the play is on. 
After all it is 'an undergraduate affair 
and the game should be planned and 
played by undergraduates." 


Princeton's president concludes, "If 


we can release our undergraduates 
from the , unnatural domination 
of 


their sports t-y graduate coaches • and 
from the confusion of many minds 
and many voices in the direction of 
their activities we will simplify 
the 


whole athletic situation and liberate 
inter-collegiate sport." 


In his statement on the finances of 


the University, President Hibben an- 
nounced that the 
deficit of 
$3-1,890 


was considerably smaller than in pre- 
vious years. Last year the

London, Jan. 14.—The Express In 


an edition issued at seven 
o'colck 


today estimates the dead at 
Avez- 


zano, Italy, as a result of the earth- 
quake, at fifteen thousand. 


The correspondent of the Express 


in Rome, in his story of the earth- 
quake, says that the shocks 
were 


felt with varying results throughout 
the whole district 
'between 
Rome 


and Naples. In Rome, he declares, 
it is established that there was no 
loss of life although many ancient 
works and buildings were severely 
damaged. 


"The serious loss of life occurred 


outside of Rome," the Express cor- 
respondent continues, "especially in 
the mountain towns on the road to 
Naples. The towns entirely destroy- 
ed include Bussi, Scurcola,. Capglle 
Maglino and Cappadocia. The shock 
was severe in Naples but the damage 
,is slight. 
"The heaviest casualties undoubt- 


edly occurred at Avezzano where 15,- 
000 persons are reported buried in 
the ruins. 
"Troops are being rushed to the 


afflicted districts. There is need for 
week, "and the best informed Europeans tell us that there will be.no the gujcicest assistance, owing to the

change In the military situation this winter. It means that we must keep up 
the work until spring breaks or longer." 


It has been fs. race with hunger, this business of feeding 6,500,000 people,

Often it has come closer than that. Once the province of Limbourg, remote 
and hilly, was starving. In some communities the people had not eaten for 
two days, when one of our United States consuls managed to borrow from the 
Germans enough bread to keep the people «dive until an American shipment 
arrived to repay the loan. Once Captain Lueey, the shipping agent in Holland, 
had to borrow 10,000 tons of wheat from the Dutch government Liege and 
Hanime and historic Ghent were crying for bread, and it was still several 
days before the next American ship was due at Rotterdam. This was a noble 
thing for Holland to do since the Dutch themselves are short on food. Yes; it 
is a race'with hunger, and America, now that she iius faced the starter, must 
win! This to America's great and glorious part in the world war of 1914-15.

clusion isn't 
worrying 
Canadians. 


They are confident that it will mean 
the "ultimate crushing of 
the Ger- 


man military clique with the kaiser 
at the head. " They believe that the 
-•conclusion will be reached within a 
year or two. But they say: 'What if 
it takes two years? 
Canada's first 


duty is to herself. We will strength- 
en Canada and her industries in the 
meantime, and be all the better pre- 
pared for prosperity wlien the mili- 
tary operations are settled.' 


"This philosophical view 
of the | 


matter seems to be general, and it 
isn't merely a theory. 
They 
are 


putting it into practice. 
They nave 


started a systematic campaign to ed- 
ucate Canadians to demand Can- 


- adian-rnade goods, with a view of 


keeping Canadian money in. Canada. 


"Canada is loyally aiding 
Great 


Britain. 
She has already 
sent 
a 


contingent of more than 30,000 men] 
to Europe and the second contingent 
of the same number will be sent 
this month. The third contingent is 
already drilling, and will be landed 
in Europe 
before spring. By the 


time the military operations open in 
the spring Canada expects to have 
at "least 100,000 men in the English 
army. 


"Everywhere one goes In Canada 


he sees the reminders of the Europ- 
ean war. In Hamilton and Montreal 
'are Heavy contingents 
of recruits 


being diligently drilled. 
In Mon- 


treal one cannot walk but 
a few 


blocks without passing or meeting a 
squad of marching troops. 
; ~-~ "It seems that Canada has more 
quickly grasped the seriousness of 
•the situation than has her parent- 
country—England. But neither have 
the Canadians lost sight of the ne- 
cessity of looking after her commer- 
cial and industrial welfare. 
As to 


"the war, there is no feeling of de- 
pression, no discouragement—only 
confidence that it is merely a ques- 
tion of time when Germany will be 
crushed. 


"Then, too, another phase of this 


matter which made a deep impres- 
sion on me was the absolute absence 
of bitterness towjrds Germans as a 
nation. 
Whatever feeling exists, is 


one of determination to aid in crush- 
ing the military clique. 
I was told 


that the Canadian city of Berlin, 
settled almost wholly by Germans, 
contributed $55,000 to Great Brit- 
ian's war fund, indicating that even 
German settlers in Canada are loyal 
.to"their adopted country." 


Regarding the business situation, 


Mr. Darrow states that conditions 
in Canada are similar to those in the 
northern and eastern stales. Indus- 
tries concerned in the manufacture 
of foodstuffs or anything which can 
DC used by the warring nations, are 
'•working night and day. while most 
of the other industries are idle. Mr. 
Darrow also visited the New Eng- 
land states and other eastern points 


in this country, and found the same 
conditions as across the line. 


He states , however, that
